It is hard to believe that we have come to our 
final phase of completing our worship space 
and classroom project. This last phase 
consist of raising the funds and the 
construction itself. We will launch the fund 
raising phase on Thursday May 19 th at 7:00 
p.m. and on the weekend of May 21 & 22 we 
will do a in-pew pledge drive. We are 
asking OLBH community to make a two year 


pledge commitment to raise $125,000 needed 
for the project. We need half of the money 
down or in pledges before we can begin the 
project. Our hope is to be done with the fund 
raising phase by the end of June. We are 
planning to begin the project mid June and 
hopefully be finished by mid September of 
this year. Kevin Conway Construction Co. 
will be our general contractor. As in the past, 
the tradition of our parish is for parishioners 
to help with their time and talents in the 
demolition and construction itself. In 
keeping with this tradition and working with 
Kevin Conway there will be a number of 
ways and opportunities in which the 
parishioners can help defray the cost of the 
construction. As we begin this last phase we 
encourage you to pray this prayer of 
commitment.

9. What is the difference between Eucharistic 
adoration and Eucharistic exposition? 

Eucharistic adoration is prayer before the Blessed 
Sacrament housed within the tabernacle. 
Eucharistic exposition is the ritual by which the 
Blessed Sacrament is displayed outside the 
tabernacle in a monstrance or ciborium for public 
veneration by the faithful. It is a public celebration 
that enables the faithful to perceive more clearly 
the relationship between the reserved Sacrament 
and the “sacrifice of the Mass [which] is truly the 
origin and the purpose of the worship that is shown 
to the Eucharist outside mass.”
